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A CATALOGUE OF THE TIBETAN SCRIPT 
WOODBLOCKS OF THE “BDE CHEN LHUN 
GRUB GLING” MONASTERY OF AGINSK IN 
TRANSBAIKALIA!

Tibetan woodblock printing in Russia’s Buryat lands started around early 19th 
century, but its active phase was only from around the middle of the 19th through 
the first quarter of the 20th century. Although being somewhat short-lived, it 
nevertheless managed to leave a vast legacy of Tibetan script literary works on 
almost every aspect of Buddhist teaching. This included canonical texts of the 
Tibetan Buddhism, as well as the extra-canonical literature by the renowned 
Tibetan, Mongolian and less known Buryat scholars. 


Within a little bit over 70-years lifespan, the woodblock printing in the Buryat 
Transbaikalia had developed to such an extent that almost every Buddhist 
monastery had its own printery (par khang)’. A catalogue compiled by the Khambo 
lama office in 1911 listed 1696 xylographic editions of 31 Buryat monastic

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printeries* The share of the Tibetan works among them amounted to 1335 items. 
The Khambo catalogue still remains an important source of information for the 

_ gfeat many printeries whose separate bibliographic handlists (dkar chag, dpar tho) 
are no longer extant. However, we can’t be sure of the utter accurateness of the 
said list in terms of the number of published works for every given printery. For 
example, Egethui monastery’s printing house (Dam chos rab rgyas gling gi par khang) 
which was one of the biggest in Buryatia is represented in the Khambo catalogue 
with but 46 Tibetan script xylographs, while the number of items listed in the 
monastery’s dpar tho‘ is more than six times of that number. In G. Bethlenfalvy’s 
paper dedicated to one of the xylographic blocks’ catalogues of Bde chen lhun grub 
gling monastery in Aginsk, the author says that the ‘dpar tho of Aga monastery 
contains four times as many blocks as that of B. Rinchen”” (the Khambo catalogue, 
that is). We think that such discrepencies were either due to the lack of the up-to- 
date information in the hands of the Khambo lama office secretaries responsible 
for the compilation of this list, or their reluctance to show to the authorities the 
real scale of printing activity in monastic printeries. 


The Tsugol monastery’s (Bkra shis chos yphel gling) editions represented in the 
Khambo list is an exception though. We found 268 Tibetan script items listed in 
there, against only 210 items seen in the Tsugol’s most complete karchag known to 


us. 


Our investigation showed that by the time the Khambo lama catalogue was 
put together, the Aginsk monastery was already the biggest printery in the whole 
Transbaikalia with at least 400 separate Tibetan works being put to print. And by 
1924 when the printing of the religious books was banned throughout the whole 
Buddhist regions of Russia, this number increased by almost three-fold, constituing 
to the best of our knowledge roughly 1150 separate works for which more than 
40000 woodblocks were kept®. Another biggest monastery in Aga region, the 
aforementioned Tsugol monastery by the mid-1930s was reported to have stored

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over 30000 woodblocks in its par khang’, which by our estimation could have 
made up for 500 separate works. So, it’s quite possible that the total quantity of all 
Tibetan texts ever produced by Buryat monasteries combined could be well over 
2000 items, a surprisingly large number for the region that is till these days regarded 
the outscirts of the Tibetan Buddhist world. 


It’s not only the scale of production that forces us into taking the Buryat book 
culture seriously, the quality of the xylographs was also remarkable. And it was the 
overall production quality that the Buryat woodblock printing won the well 
deserved reputation among the users throughout the whole Central Asia back then. 


At present, one can find Buryat xylographs in almost every depository of 
oriental scripts in Asia, Europe and America. The second half of the 20th century 
was marked with scholars’ interest towards Buryat literary legacy while many of the 
publications on this topic appeared®. Now some of the Buryat editions can also be 
freely accessed through the TBRC site” 


Over the past couple of years, a strong attention to the Aginsk monastery’s 
tich xylographic heritage has been given by the authors of this paper. The 
investigation of the library funds of the said datsan as well as of some other 
depositories and funds revealed a fair amount of bibliographical literature, 
including those previously unknown to the scientific circles. The most numerous of 
them ate the dpar thos that go under the very same title as presented in Geza 
Bethlenfalvy’s paper. These dpar thos are coming in several different redactions 
with the number of folios ranging from 8 to 16. We've got mote than 20 copies” of 
this catalogue scrutinised and cross-checked. It turned out that the 16 sheet 
redaction used by Bethlenvalvy is the most complete one with the total of 549

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books” filed in there. There is by far only one redaction that is newer than that 
used by Geza, and its only difference is that it provides more information on 
number of pages for those entries which in Geza's catalogue were left unfilled” 
The many redactions of this catalogue at our disposal also made it possible to 
determine a chronological order in which certain groups of texts as well as some 
individual texts within those groups appeared. However, it's not always easy to 
come up with the exact year of production for every given book unless it was stated 
in the colophon. As for the time of appearing of the catalogue (Geza's redaction), 
we estimate it could be between 1920 and1923. 


The name of the catalogue we are going to make a presentation of has already 
been mentioned in scientific literature at least twice’ In both papers a basic 
structure description of this catalogue has also been given, but no word of whether 
that was a manuscript or a xylograph was actually uttered. We think it's about time 
to finally furnish the detailed description of this catalogue for the purposes of 
clarity. 


The full name of the catalogue in question is “Byang phyogs kyi a kovi dgon 
sde chen po bde chen lhun grub gling vdir bzhugs pavi dpar gyi tho yig" which 
means: "The list of the printing blocks deposited at the northern bDe Chen Lhun 
Grub gLing monastery in Aga”. The physical copy of the source text was kindly 
provided to us by the holder of the lore of the Buryat literary culture, the wielder of 
a vast collection of xylographic books, the Did Khambo lama of Transbaikalia, 
Dondukbaev Tsyren lama, in whose possession it now remains to be*” Tsyren lama 
in his turn got this catalogue from the 20th Pandito Khambo Lama Erdyneev 
Jimba Jamso after his death in 1990. 


"The catalogue actually contains 594 entries, among which 547 is for Tibetan script works. The 
number 549 presented by Bethlenfalvy is the result of the author's attempt to count only separate 
works.

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“The Did Khambo Catalogue” is a xylograph on blue Russian paper with 
fairly legible black ink printing. Dimensions: 9 x 54 and 7 x 48 cm. Each page tends 
to have six lines per page, although, some pages are not filled up to the six-line 
capacity leaving sometimes blank spaces, apparently for later inputs. 


The catalogue consists of four parts divided according to the woodblocks' size. 
The first two parts have separate title pages. Each part has its own pagination, as 
well as a separate brief title. The overall number of folios - 27 with total number of 
entries 961** The table below displays some more details:

There are entries in the dpar tho catalogue that describe the collections of 
different texts. All the entries that have a page count next to them fall in one of the 
three types: 1. separate works!’; 2. parts of volumnious works, like chapters (skabs, 
levu, gnas, dum bu, cha, etc); 3. collections of works, like sumbums (gswng vbum) etc. The 
latter type of entry implies a certain multitude of separate texts behind it. Our dpar 
tho has 5 entries of the latter type.

comprising several titles under one set of blocks, where the first book has a separate title page 
and the rest don't. Items AT-T082, AT-T087, AT-T208 are of such type. 
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Every such collection of texts has its own karchag, sometimes even more than 
one. It is most fortunate that all these "internal" karchags have survived to these 
days as well as the majority of the Aginsk monastery's xylographic production 
which is now divided betwen several collections of Tibetan scripts mainly in Russia. 
The above 234 items should be added to the 963 items of the main karchag to 
bring the total to 1197 items. It is also worth mentioning that currently there are 
more than 20 xylographs that didn't make it to any karchag known to us although 
they are identified as belonging to Aginsk printery. And this already makes the total 
number of Tibetan items printed in Aginsk surpass 1200! 


Unlike Geza's catalogue which include both Tibetan and Mongolian works, 
the Did Khambo catalogue enumerates only Tibetan and bilingual books. The date 
of publishing of this catalogue, as reported by Tsyren lama, could be 1923 or 1924 
ice. not long before the printing in Buddhist monasteries in Soviet Russia was 
banned. 


On the closing note, the Did Khambo catalogue appears to be a more 
thoroughly structured dpar tho than its smaller prototype. It's likely that it was 
designed to be a more elaborate, accuarate and full substitution to the previous 
dpar tho, but focused on Tibetan editions only. 


Below is the whole list of the works found in the catalogue given mainly in 
Wylie transliteration with the exception that y is used to replace ! here according to 
call for papers of this Journal. Every entry is equiped with a code number consisting 
of three letters and three digits.” The code letters for all the entries except for the 
each of the first ones in every group ate omitted for the purpose of space economy. 
Bethlenvalvy's numeration highlighted and bracketed appears where appropriate
